Storey erscted tho new Times building 
he incurred debts of about 13300,000, still 
standing against him. Tho not profits ot 
the Times amount to about S75.000 a 
year. 


Mr. John Kelly, of Tammany hall, has 


not yet 'decided whether he will eat the 
Cleveland crow or not. John's halting 
between two opinions may givo tho re. 
publicans some hope of securing the ser- 
vices ot that eminent statesman during 
the campaign. But John can not bo re- 
lied upon. Tho chances are that he wil 
kick Cleveland just hard enough for 
awhile to fetch around the moneyed 
bosses of tho domooratio party, tvho will 
settle tho matter for any sum John may 
name. Republicans can not reasonably 
place any trust iu either Kelly or Butler. 
New York must be carried without thorn.

Last wetk tho Gazette notaa the fact 


in justiuo to tho democracy, that it had 
made substantial progress in eight years 
regarding the character of its candidates 


for president. In '7G it nominated one 
weighing 112 pounds; in 'SO one weigh- 
ing 250 pounds, and in 'Si one weighing 
iSO pounds. Tho domocrats are entitled 
to additional praise for tho progress they 
have made in their platform. Four years 
ago they were weak enough to declare 
for a "tariff revenue only;" now they are 
strong enough to declare for "a tariff for 
revenue exclusively."

THE POPULARITY OF 
SUICIDK, 


Jjast year there were more suicides in 


the United States than murders, the 
number of tho former being nearly 1,400. 
It has been shown heretofore iu the col- 
umns of the Gazette, that suicide in this 
country is increasing in greater propor- 
tion than tho population. 
The faster 


men live, the greater the cares of busi- 
ness, tho more daring tho attempts at 
speculation, tho more will disappoint- 
ments and failures multiply, and tho 
greater is the number ot oases of seU-do- 
struotion, ' 


The official report of suicides in the 


United States during Maroh, April and 
May of tho present year, places tlao num. 
ber at 423, of which 1C9 occurred in 
Maroh, 125 in April, and 129 in May. 
Tho causes assigned for the act, wore as 
follows: Thirty-two were assigned to 
business trouble, 13 to chagrin at pa- 
rental discipline, 28 to destitution, 32 .to 
dissipation, 34 to family trouble, 12 ' to 
grief, S3 to insanity, 21 to lovo trouble, 
51 to sickness and 10 to punishment 
undergone or threatened. 


The social condition of tbe persons 


killing themselves is recorded as follows: 
There wore 22 girls; 123 bacnelors; 
10S 
husbands; 
only 
39 
wives; 


9 widows; 17 widowers; 0 divorced 


men; 
and 
4 
divorced 
women. 


The methods adopted were various. One 
hundred and sixty-five shot themselves; 
95 died by poisoning; 7G by hanging; 27 
by cutting their throats; an d IS by drown- 
ing. 


It has been said that tho Germans out- 


number any other nationality, in com- 
mitting suicides; but the record for tho 
throe mouths hero given, shows that the 
Americans lod with 221, the Germans 
with 91, and the slow-moving and con- 
servative English with only 19 out of the 
•123! Mon are more apt to commit sui- 
cide than women, rot tuo woll-icnowu 
reasons that the latter huve less business 
troubles, dissipate less, and commit 
fewer orimos than men, so that the usual 
proportion of 
three or four suicides 


among men to onl y one among womem 
was reported daring tho second quarter 
ot 1884.

Tho McLaughlin ring of 
Brooklyn, whom the independents fought 
so vigorously last year, was united for 
Cleveland. The Cincinnati ring "whoso 
criminal misdeeds were tho direct cause 
ot the late riots in that oity," supported 
Cleveland. Tne city ring o£ Now Or- 
leans which makes an honest vote iu that 
oity impossible, went to Chicago pledged 
to Cleveland. The Chicago ring, headed 
by^Carter Harrison, whoso chief support. 
ers are tho gamblers, shouted itself hoarse 
tor Cleveland and reform! All those 
rings represent municipal corruption, and 
without their powerful aid Cleveland 
could not have been nominated. 


The Gazette mentions those facts to 


show its readers that tho cry o" Cleveland 
and reform is simply a humbug. Re- 
form under such influences is just as iro- 
'possiblo as reform under the influence 
or any of the rings named." A president 
or a party, that promises reform, must be 
above the reaoh of any ring combination. 
Mr. Cleveland is not that man. 


Tho nomination of Elaine was not se- 


cured by tho assistance of any municipal 
riug, or by the power of any monopoly. 
Hia nomination was far removed from 
all such influences. .There wan no admin- 
istration to help him.

LOUISVILLE', July 17.—A mass-meoting of 


5,000 pooplo assemblod at Court placo Wednes- 
day evening, to ratify the nomination of 
Cleveland and Hondricks. There was great 
enthusiasm and good humor. Hon. Henry 
AV.ittcrson was the flrst speaker, and after 
giving an account of his stewardship at Chi- 
cago, discussed tho tarilT plank of tho plat- 
form and explained how the victory had 
bi'en won in committee for tho phrnso "A 
tarifl.' for public purposes exclusively." 


Ho said that tho course pursued by the rep- 


resentative protectionists on the committee, 
notably Mr. Burlco, of Louisiana, Senator 
McPherson, of Now Jersey, and ox-Senator 
Davis, of West Virginia, was frank and 
manly. Evou Mr. Converse, of Ohio, showed 
n commendable spirit ot self-possession for 
tlio sako of united action. The. result was 
that the sub-committee of eight, which made 
tho platform (excepting Gen. Butler), arrivod 
ut a final decision which curried not merely 
tho judgment but tho hearty approval of 
each 
of ' tho 
parties 
to 
it.

for haying failed to. ro- 


liovo the country ot crushing war taxes was, 
ho said, but another way of indorsing tlio 
lilorrison . bill, which was simply ft Demo- 
cratic measure to reduco war taxos.

Tho people live in 
squalor and filth, and here tho death-rato is 
heaviest.

No good has yet resulted from 
those elovanth-hour precautions, however, 
and tho plague still flnds plenty of material 
to feed upon in tho hovels reared iu this 
deivsely-populated district.

complotiug tho ornamental approaches to 
tlio monument this spring found a small 
quantity o£ dyuornito concealed in a drain- 
1'iiw. The discovery produced a great sousa- 
tiun,and a govornmont commission,coasisting 
oC military officers and engineers, was ap- 
pointed to .investigate. From tiino to time 
t'ra^monUiry reports of their discoveries 
leaked out, notwithstanding tho efforts to 
keep their proceedings secret, and it became 
Iniown that they had found traccsof amiueo 
explosives diroctly under tho road traversed by 
tho emperor, which might havo blown tho en 
tiro cortoga skj-ward, butfortLofortunatoaC' 
•cident that the mine had been saturated by a 
heavy rainstorm which preceded the unveil- 
ing. Theso revelations wore followed by the 
arrest of u number of suspected conspirators, 
•who ivoro first examined boforo tho com- 
mission and then imprisoned at Stuttgart. 
Tho arrests revived the racitomont, and it 
seomod necessary to do something to abate tho 
alarm. Consequently when tho ofllcial report ol 
tho commission was made and tho newspa- 
pers sought to learn its contents, they were 
officially informed that tho commission hod 
failed to find any evidence of a conspiracy, 
and were told that no information beyond 
that statomoiit would bo made public. The 
Stuttgart StaaU Anzeiger, however, man- 
aged to obtain tho outline o£ a confession 
made by one of tho illegal conspirators im- 
prisoned at Stuttgart, and printed it as a 
matter 
o£ 
news. 
This 
provoked 


fresh denial from official sources, coupled 
with an intimation that tho public prosecutor 
at Berlin was making inquiries with a view 
of detecting and punching those who wore 
engaged in circulating lies liable to disturb 
tho public mind. Special allusion was made 
to the reports of attempts upon tho emperor's 
life at Ems, at Gratz, at Elberfleld, and in tho 
jMiidorwald. The Staats Anzeiger regarded 
this attack upon its veracity as a challenge, 
and sot to v.-ovk to verify and complete its 
report of tho confession. • It has just published 
tho results of its latest investigations, which 
show that tho chief prisoners at Stuttgart are 
two Anarchists named Humpsch and Knoch- 
lor, Tho one who had confessed is Rumpsch, 
and in his confession ho admits that there 
was a well-considered plot having for its ob- 
ject tho terrorizing of all Europe by a 
wholesale murder, of which tho emperor, the 
crown prince, Chancellor 
Bismarclc, and 


others of the distinguished assemblage ex- 
pected to bo present woro to bo among tho 
victims. Tho caiof mover in tho conspiracy, 
ho says, was Knochler, and they dug and 
filled tho mine, connected it with a lonfc £UfiO, 
wliicli would enable it to bo llrecl tram, a safe 
distance, and did actually sot firo to tho fuso 
with tuo full intention and expectation of 
causing un explosion with, tho most dire ro 
suits. Tho only reason that tho explosion did 
not take place, according to Rumpsch's 
statement, was -that he 
himself 
bo- 


cnmo conscionce-strickorj at the lost mo- 
ment, and seorotly cut the fuso which was 
meant to fire tho mine. This story precisely 
confirms tho reports published during tho 
sessions of tho commission up to the point of 
Rumpscb-'s explanation of the failure of tho 
explosion. On this point tho evidence as to 
the prevention of tho disaster by tho flood- 
ing of tho mine seems too plain to bo ques- 
tioned, and tho ingenious explanation ot 
fiumpsch, which was obviously made with a 
view of saving bis own nock, b received 
with general incredulity.

Ona of tho most familiar figures connoctod 


witb the sonato fcis Capt. Isaac Bassott, tbo 
vcnorablo assistant doorkeeper. For noarly 
flfty-threo years he bas been an omployo o! 
that body. His father, Simoon Bassett, of 
Massachusetts, was messenger in charge of. 
the senate chambor in tho first quarter of tho 
present contuiy. Capt. Bassett, In chatting 
Saturday, said that when a boy he used to 
follow his father 
in 
the discharge ot 


his 
duties 
about tho chamber. 
Daniel 


Webster frequently took notice of him, and 
ono doy,patting him kindly on tho bcacl,said: 
"My son, bow would you lllte to bo a pago?" 
Tho boy thought bo would liko it, andbfa 
father 
gava his consent. 
Mr. Webster, 


consulted with some of tlin smniitnrii- T)u>~ 
•wus ouly oae-page-then. • Most or-tlw sena- 
tors said: 'Oh, wodon't nood another page; 
ono is enough,' But Mr. Wobstor insintod 
tbat thero ought to bo two—ono for oach 
side. Tho sorgeant-at-arms, Mr. Bailoy, was 
soon by Mr. Wobster, and finally Kgrood to 
appoint mo at tho neit session of congress, 
und Dec. 5, 1S31, I was appointoda page, and 
1 have boon bore over sinco. 


"Havo you always kopt boxes illlod with 


snuff for tbo uso of senator* as you do now?" 
inqulrsd tbo reporter,. pointing to tbo two 
snufF-bojcos, ono on each sido and back of tho 
vice 
president's 
desk, resting upon the 


wainscot molding. 
"No; that started .when 


Mr. Fillinoro was rico president. It was my 
custom then to keep a bos of snuff regular ly. 
Well, tho senators used to stop up to tho 
desk to got a pincb of snuff—it was a very 
common habit in those days—and they would 
stop to chat awhilo with tho vice president. 
Sometimes two or 
threo sonators would 


stand at tho same timo by tho vice president's 
desk, oach with a pinch of snulT iu his fln- 
gors, and all of them talking to Mr. Fill- 
moro. 
Ono morning tho vico president 


called me and said: 'Bassett, I want'you to 
take this snuff-box away from here. I can'c 
understand what is going on iu tho sonato 
chamber because of ' tho interruptions and 
tho conversation of senators who coino hero 
for snuff.' 
"Mr. Fiilmore," continued Capt. 


Bassott, "suggested that thoro bad bettor bo 
a box on oach sido of tho chambor, 
I got 


thoso snuff-boxes"—pointing to the tTvo plain 
black ones still in use—"and havo kopt them 
Oiled, on each sido of tho chamber, over 
since." 


In ono corner of tbo Republican cloak- 


room stands an old-fashioned 
iron safe. 


Capt. BasBQtt unlocked it and drow forth tho 
snuff-box that was presented to him by tho 
senators on tbo courplonbn of bis fifty years' 
service under that body. It is of solid silver, 
linod with gold, and on the lid is (iu inscrip- 
tion showing that it was presented to tho 
captain by tbo senators as a testimonial of 
thoii- ostoom and rospeot for him. 


Tho snuff-boxos nro but seldom resorted to 


in theso days. Both aro kept filled, but Sena- 
tor Hampton is tbo only member o.f tho 
body wbo is a regular suuff-taker, and ho 
rarely uses the sonato snuff. Ho cai-rles a 
small box in bis vest-pocket, from which he 
gola his pinches. Sometimes Senator Beck 


* stops to the rear of tho 'chamber and ta!:es u 
pinch out of ouo of tho boxes. 
Occasionally 


Mr. Ingulls takes a small pinch, and now and 
then Mr. Edmunds holps himsolf.

Aden. .This coast, like Aden, "is us dosolutu 
o. placo as can bo lound it you lool: Oil) woi-icl 
over. Not a troo 01- a groan thing is i" 
sight anywhere. Only dreary, barren lillls, 
and extinct volcanoes. 


Aden is appropriately but rot vory ele- 


gantly referred to as "Hell with tbe (Ires p-.it 
out." It I had dreamed Iho jilaco was so 
awfully desolato, I would havo broujht 
along a Uttlo treo or a spris of sometliinp; 
greon to remind martyr Europeans who livo 
horo ot civilization. A moro naked nnd for- 
biddeu place for a habitation cannot bo con- 
coivod of. 


Tho hotel, postofflce, and half a dozen two- 


story bungalows opposite whoro wo aro an- 
chored, do not coustiututo Adea. 


They aro simply tho "harbor landing," 


whoro live tho Parsoo ship chandlers and 
tome covernment offlcials. Aden is n young 
city of perhaps 30,000 inhabitants, including 
tho natives, situated Dvo miles distant Tho 
road connecting the two settlements is along 
tho shore, around a promontory, and through 
n deep gorge which is fortified with guus. 
Tho pooplo encountered on tho way are very 
black Abyssinians, with "shock heads" ol 
ding}- blondo hair. Tho principal clothing 
worn is jowelry. Enormous silver ear orna- 
ments, noso rings, anklets, armlets and 
strings of glass boads, all on tho most mas- 
stvo scale possible, arc very popular. Tho 
chief boasts of burdou aro ungainly camels, 
dromedaries, 
and 
microscopic 
donkeys. 


Some of tho nogroos wore gotten np in groat 
style, tbelr heads being about tho sizo of a 
bushel bosket, 


Aden lies In a basin about a mile in 


diamoter, surrounded by jagged volcanic 
peaks, which aro fortified. 


Tho native bazars aro exceeding Althy, and 


not specially interesting. In large, airy stono 
cantonments in tho centor of tho town sev- 
eral regiments of soldiers aro quartered. You 
rouaocnber that during tho Abyssinian war 
Adon was made tho base of supplies for tho 
English troops operating against King Th90- 
doro. In tho summer tho tenipe.-asnro U 
ovenliko here. Rains aro exceedingly ruro, 
nud tho drinking water has to be condensed, 


S 'con5~a'"galloirat"p]"eicnir 
This is too costly for wasteful use, os wo per- 
ceive when wo come to buy some fowls. Out 
of a dozen hons and a dozon ducks, seven of 
tho former nud throe of tho lattor are dond 
from thirst within half an hour after they 
had been takon on board, despito tho fact 
that tho steward does everything possible to 
restore thorn. Tho bill is altera! to show this 
shortage, but only scalpers live at Aden, and 
tho full number is charged. (Tho .steward is 
now killing tho rest of tho fowls to save their 
lives.)

Among tho other supplies, which we are uu- 


fortunaW enough to luxvo to procure horo, are 
somo potatoes at tho rate o[ S100 a ton, and a 
small quantity of coal at about S3 a ton. 


Boforo tho days of steam tho natives usuJ 


to obtain a water supply by moans of a series 
of inirnorao water tanks arranged on chelon 
in a ravine, whoro tho rain, falling upon u 
wide stretch of rocks, is caught and carried 
through a succession of irregularly shnpod 
tanks cut in tho solid rock's or lined with 
masonry There uro gatos and sluiu >\vays 
botwoen these, and from tho lowest "iw the 
water is conducted by an 
uuclenrramd 


aqueduct to a largo reservoir in the center of 
tho town. Thoso tanks aro very nucieut. 
When the English took this 
place they 


cleaned out the accumulated rubbish of years, 
repaired tho tanks, numbered them, and 
marked upon them their respective capaci- 
ties. Tho aggregate capacity is over 10,000,- 
000 gallons. Tho intervals between showers 
are so long, soniotitaon several yoars, that tho 
citizens now dopcnd upon condouaed water, 
and when I looked in at the great tanks they 
were dry.

Qon. Jamos Watson Webb told me how 


the namo "WMg" 'Camo to-be applied to Urn 
great party that had its birth about 18,'iO. 
Ho bad boon a warm partisan of Jaclison, 
and ho resigned his commission in 132T, came 
to Now York, nnd started Tho Kew York 
Courier in tho interest of that chioftain. Ho 
had some of tho ocmipmonts of a, successful 
editor; groat positivoness, a clear head, u 
good memory, but ho was not a scholar or 
an elogant writer, and Co never became 
either. 


Ono of tho groat grievances of bis life was 


that Jackson, his hero, became "an apostate" 
—that is, threw tho Federalists overboard, 
and, from being nn advocate of the United 
States bank, bocamo its enemy. "VVebb ral- 
lied the leaders of a now anti-Jncksou party 
together and gave them tho name "\v~iiig," 
by which for twoaty-flvo years tho g.-eoi 
party was thereafter known. 


His paper, Tho Courier and Enquirer, wm 


also responsible for tho onpmy's pseudonym, 
A Democratic moating in old' Tammany hall 
in 1830 broko up la a row, as has occasion- 
ally boon tho case since that time. Ono party 
blow all the candles out; and the other party, 
having provided themselves with tbat as- 
tonishing now-fanglod contrivance known 
as a match, relighted them and reassembled 
their scattered partisans. This match coup 
da1 main astonished everybody, and caused 
great amusement, for matches had then re- 
cently been invented and wore not yet in 
general use. They woro generally called 
looo-Iocos (probably Italian "loco fuoco"— 
wild flre) and in t!io morning account given 
of tho tumult Tho Courier and Enquirer re- 
porter called tho party who relightod the 
candles "Loco-focos." This became tho nick- 
namo of tho party. • 


How IV, S. Gilbert Writes Plays.

I find it difficult to answer your question, 


because there aro many ways of setting to 
work to excogitate a plot, and I havo tried 
them all at various times. If I am -writing 
to exploit a certain actor, my first considera- 
tion is how tho character which ho is to ploy 
in such a variety of dramatic lights will ena- 
ble him to exhibit himself to tho best ad- 
vantage. If I havo a distinct doctrine to 
urge upon tho audience, the principal ques- 
tion to consider is tho special constellation of 
characters which will best exploit my pur- 
pose. In dealing with tho libretto of a comic 
opera the librettist is sa'dly hampered by the 
vocal requirements of tho piece, and also 
by tho fact that in many coses his characters 
will surely bo represented by actors who sing 
indifferently, or by singers who havo had hut 
little experience as actors.

that apspors to mo to bo of general applica- 
tion is tSs: 
Always construct your last act 


flrst. In other words never commit yourself 
to a course of action until you soo your way 
clearly and with good dramatic effect out at 
ever difficulty it may involvo.

Each plantation has 
a, manager and several overseers, -who are 
generally English or Scotchman, Tho la- 
borers work in gaugs,oach under an overseer, 
planting, cultivating, or gathering tho cuuo, 
Tho work :'s divided up somewhat in this 
way. The coolies or East Indians work along 
tho river, gathering in tho rubbish and keep- 
ing clear tho ditches Ijy whicli tho sugar 
fields arc irrigated. 
Tho Chineso cut and 


bind tlio cane, und tho natives or negroes 
carry it to tho Hat cars which truudlo it to the 
mill. - 


"Tho 
process of making sugar is an in- 


teresting one. The cans is sorted; that 
whicli is dry is used Cor fuel, tlio bruised acd 
spoiled tossed into a large open vat, -vhile 
the clean cane goes into nu immense crusher, 
usually consisting ot three heavy, cast-iron 
rollers. Tho canes go twico through tha 
mill, tho second time a pressure of steam be- 
ing pat ou, and about two-thirds of tlio juiee 
isoxtructed. This juice, if left tp itself in 
this hot climato, would soon fermont. In 
about an hour thereafter it is treated to a 
proportion 
of lime, heatod to 1-10 de-

parts are coagulated, and coining to tho top, 
ore skimmed oir. Tins clear liquid is allowed 
to cool for an hour or two, aud Urawn of! for 
concentration by boiling.

Tho boiling 
continues in open vats, so that evaporation 
occurs, followed by coagulation. Passing 
thon through a series of sifters, it at lost 
comes out dry and perfectly crystalized. 
Theneo packed in hogsheads of from 2,100 to 
2,300 pounds, it is stored in warehouses roady 
for shipment."
